The East Coast Steamer. 



Wo have ndmitied, during tho past 
fow days, toveral able lotters iu favoi 
of a conunuunco of tho Govcrnmont 
mail steamor on the East Coast of this 
Island. Tuo writers assume that should 
tho steamor bo withdrawn from tho 
- ronle^tho settlements whioh have just 
bogun to give a good roport of thora- 
solves will languish if not dio out 
entirely. Now, while we admit that, 
should no stoamer visit tho settle* 
monts the result might provo disas- 
trous, wo aro by uo moans porsuadod 
that it is essential to tho salvation of 
thoso sottlomonts that that steamer 
should bo ono on whioh thoro is a 
yearly loss of soveral thousand dollnrs, 
any moro than wo aro porsuadod that 
tho porsons who have signod potitionB 
in favor ot tho continuance of the 
Assay Oltioo will contribute to tho 
support of that institution by Bonding 
their gold dust to it for assay. As we 
understand tho raattor, the question is 
not, as our correspondents appear to 
think, Shall tho steamor bo discon- 
tinued? But how, in tho dreadfully 
straitened circumstances of tho Colony, 
cad tho service bo most economically 
performed ? If tho Sir James Douglas 
sinks for tho Colony $3000 a-year, and 
tho Colony can procure a propor boat, 
owned by responsible partios, who will 
enter into bonds to carry tho mails 
for an annual subsidy of $1000, and 
passongors and freight at tho samo 
rates now charged by tho Sir James 
Douglas, surely it is tho duty of tho 
Government to save 52000 by granting 
tho subsidy to tho latter. Such is tho 
position assumod by thoso who aro ap- 
pallod at the onormous sum now duo 
tho Coal Company for fuel supplied 
the Douglas and tho largo amount 
duo hor hands for wages. There 
is no doubt that a steamor on the 
East Coast is dosirabloand necossarj'; 
and if, as is assorted, tho Sir Jamos 
Douglas is earning money for tho Gov- 
ernment in tho trado, and that tho 

jjrnso roooipto aro paid into tho 

Treasury and used for tho gouern.l 
purposes of tho Govornmont without 
referenco to tho indebtedness which 
is daily accumulating against tho 
steamer, then Government is not 
acting in good faith with the creditors 
of tho steamer by not liquidating their 
claims, and carrying tho net profits 
only to tho gonoral uses of tbo Colony. 
Howovor, wo havo roason to bel ; ovo 
that the Sir Jamos Douglas is losing 
money. If wo havo been misinformed 
we shall gladly make pnhlio tho fact ; 
but, so long a* wo ontertain that bo^ 
liof, wo shall oontinuo our efforts to 
havo tho mail service entrusted to 
private partios, provided that it can bo 
performed at a loss cost than it now 
requires to run tho Douglus. 

The Rodman Guu and its Failure. 

The efforts of somo of tho American 
papers to oxplain away the signal do- 
feat of the 15*inch liodmun gun at 
Shoeburynoss, aro moro zoalous than 
succoHsful. It is now officially stated 
that tho powder used was American 
service powder, which, though weaker 
than English, is stronger than tho 
French. Tho servico chargo is 35 lbs., 
and GO lbs. ovon aro considorod so 
clangorous that but twenty rounds aro 
a lowod to bo lirod from a gun thus 
overloaded Thoro is no doubt that 
tho trial at Sbooburynoss was a fair 
trial. Tho British Govornmont had 
no inducement to make if, an unfair 
one; tney had overy inckcomont to 
mako it a fair ouo, for it is abovo all 
things important to thorn that they 
should know exaotly what this 10. 
inch monstor cou'd do. They may 
not have boliovod in tho gun, but tho 
completeness of its fuiluro to penetrate 
or to rack a target which had boon 
ropoatodly piorced by much lighter 
English guns, was a surpriso. Tho 
moderate powor of tho big guns was 
much hotter known in Amorica than 
in England. They wera at ono tirno 
doomed formidablo by homo persons 
in England who aro usually woll-in- 
formed on suoh matters. It will not 
soou bo forgotten how tho Times hailed 
the arrival of tho Miaotonomah last 
year, whon that terriblo ironclad was 
towed aoross tho uuripplod surfaoo of 
a summor Atlantic soa. Tho naval 
supremacy of England was gone— had 
•passed to tho Americans, who had 
outstripped tho world in ships and 
in guns. It-wns an act of moro gords 
will and tho easy temper of conscious 
strength that tho Miuntonomah did 



not seize Portsmouth and Spithead, 
and Bond to tho bottom the 15 or 20 
iron-clads that lay helplessly in those 
harbors. All that is changed. The 
truo charaotor of tho Miantonomah'a 
voyago came out. Now tho guns havo 
boon tried, and found inoffootive 
against even tho woakor ironclad3 of 
tho English (loot, and England, poorly 
off as she is, really both in Bhips and 
in guns, may go to war with America 
to-morrow, if sho choosos, without any 
apprehonsion of the navy whioh a year 
ago sho might havo rogarded as in- 
vincible 



The Tariff. 



Editor Colonist. — I was mnch sur- 
prised to read in your paper of yesterday 
u paragraph intimating that rumors were 
afloat that tho Government intended rais- 
ing the Tariff at the next meeting of tho 
Council. I trust that this is mere rumor, 
for anything more unwise, injudicious, or 
uijust, than tho raising of tbc tariff at tho 
present juncture of affairs, could not pos- 
sibly be conceived. The tariff is not a 
thing to bo meddled with at each moeting 
of the Council, unless there bo something 
ogregiously wrong that requires imme- 
diate alteration. How aro merchants and 
traders generally to regulate their busi- 
ness if they aro to be subject to sudden 
and utiforseeii changes in the tariff? 
Goods (especially those from England) 
have to be ordered 9, 10, or even 12 
months beforo they aro received, and 
orders that would bo sent under one 
condition of tho tariff would not bo sent 
under another. Is it right, then, that 
traders should ho heavy losers from the 
inability or indifference of the Govern- 
ment to understand these things? I do 
not say that tho present tariff is perfect, 
or that it could not be amended in some 
respects to advantage, but I coutend that 
K,t is better for tho trading community 
generally that little incongruities in the 
present tariff should be borne rather than 
that sweeping alterations should bo sud- 
denly made. The tariff is already as high 
as can ho well borne, and if tho Govern- 
ment do not wish to diminish the already 
limited trade of tho Colony thoy will en- 
deavor rather to lessen than to increaso the 
burdens of an already over-taxed pcoplo, 
and seek to adjust the expenditure of the 
Colony to its moderate but very respect- 
able revenue, instead of endeavoring to 
wring from a very limited population on 
amount out of all comparison with what 
should be required for governing them — 
governing them well and providing all 
that is necessary for the maintenance and 
purposes of tho Colony generally.

Mianni in OAS THANUISCO — Vory few of 
the citizens of San Franc sco have any idea 
of the misery and poverty that exists in th 
most libornl and generous city in the world. 
Th'To are regions where the squalid poverty 
ol tlie New Yoik Five Puiot8 finds its peer, 
and there are repiona which are far worso 
than Birthing ever seen irj New York. In 
saying thia, we do not refer to the regions in» 
halmed by the degraded and semi-barbarous 
and wholly filthy Chinese, but to localities 
where white people seek to okc out a misera- 
ble existeoco. There aro hnndreds of per- 
sons here, with families depending upon them 
for support, who cannot earn more than a 
dollar and sevonty-five eer.ta a day, odcI with 
t his masnifieent iccomo they must feed a 
half-dozen mouths and clothe as raaoy bod- 
ies. With meat at twenty cents a pound and 
vegetables in proportion, they cannot afford 
to pay a gieat deal for house rent, and every-> 
one knows that householders do not let even 
the nastiest, narrowest, darkest room imag- 
inable lor less than lour or six dollars a month 
and where two or three rooms are required, 
ten or fif ten dollars are demanded and not a 
cent less will be t ken < If some of our mil- 
lionaires were philanthropists and had a 
soul above gum, they would make immortal 
O'unes for themselves, and be beloved by 
hundreds ot cratelul hearts, by erecting a 
number of tenement houses, with suitable 
a artments for small families and reusing 
them at small rates. But we fear wo have 
none of those who aro made out o' the right 
sort ol metal. Hero the old motto " Every 
one fur himself, and the devil take the hind- 
most," has obtained a looihold which we fear 
ennn it bo eradiea'od Tben a^ain there is 
another class of unfortunates — men who 
arrive Irom the East with but a few dollars in 
their pockets. They reach our (jolden State 
uith buoyant hearts and high hopes of 'big 
tbinus," but bofore thoy know it all their 
:-canty means are gone and thoy find them 
-elves- without a cent or a friend, and what ia 
far worse without work. Having remained 
here until they are 'dead broke,' tbey find it 
impossible to Ret into the eountry to look for 
work. Hotels and lodging houses long ago 
adopted the rule of ' puy in advance,' and 
wtieu Ihe last dollar ia expended tho unfor- 
tunate) fellows havo lound the bedrock and 
are in a condition bordering on frenzy. The 
lunch table to them is a blessing and tbey 
havo to live on what they can pick up there 
and aleep God knows where. Many ot them 
go into it ie suburbs and orawl beneath the 
chaparral ; others again crawl into houses 
in coarse i I erection ; others crawl amongst 
tho bales ol hay and make a bed there Only 
a lew nights ago a policeman while searching 
lor some escaped prisoner from iho Indastnal 
School, discovered twenty seven meo sleep- 
ing under a pile ol hey on one of the wharves 
Tho viuilmit ofliiier, being in the receipt of 
one hundred and (wenty-flr! dollars per 
month, could not realize that these tweoty- 
seveu men were too poor to pay for a bed, so 
routed them out and drove them away. Ooo 
ol th i poor men aa ho was moving away, said 
more in sortow than in angor, " Muy you 
never be so poor as to have no place to luy 
your head " The officer thought this was 
insolence and threatened to arrest tho poor 
creature lor vagrancy. Ho forgot, if ho ever 
know, that poverty waa a miafottune, not a 
ciirne. A gentleman upon whom wo can 
rely, informs ns that ho has many times ob- 
served poor fellows who camo to bim for 
work and lailed to obtain it, go out with great 
tears coursing down their cheoke, and whon 
thoy supposed they were unseen, pick up a 
hiindlul uf wheat und devour it as somo sweet 
moreel.— San Francisco Call.

Fuueral of Sir Frederick Bruce. 

By Overland Mail wo have received the 
following account ot the funeral obsequies 
over the romuina of Sir Frederick Bruce, late 
British Minister at Washington : 

The remains ol Sir Frederick Bruce reach- 
ed Dumferline on Monday, the 17tli October; 
ot noon, by the second train from thu wost, 
whieh brought ot the same time the Hon. 
Thomas Bruse and Deun Stanley, brother 
and brother-in-law of the deceased iMploma- 
tlBt. The remains of Sir Frederick Bruce 
were conveyed to Broom hall, the seat of tho 
Earl of Elyin, nephew of tho deceased, where 
they re i ained till removed on Tuesday, the 
8th, to bo interred in the family vuult. The 
preparations at the vault in Dumlerline Abbey 
lor the reception of the body of the deceased 
were all finished early on Tuesday. Goodies 
were burning mostly ull the day in the vault. 
The place prepared in tho vault for the re- 
oeption of the body waa exactly above the 
place whero the remains ol Thomas, seventh 
Eurl of Elgin, lie. Tho funeral took place 
on Tuesday alternoon. Dean Stanley con- 
ducted the Church of Enulaod service at 
Broomhall, and Rev Mr French, Dumferline, 
officiated aa the Church of Scotland minister. 
Rev. Dr Johnstone, Limekilns, also officia'ed, 
and read a portion of Scripture. Aftor this 
service tho fuueral procession formed and 
■larted for the Abney. Long belore the ar- 
rival of tho procasaioD, or even before there 
waa any sight ef it, a great many people 
turned out to witness the spectacle. Outside 
there were a great many people collected, 
and in the Abbey a considerable numbur of 
ladies and gentlemen had assembled, When 
the hearse containing the coffin entered the 
churohyard the coffin was taken out and 
carried shoulder high by eight men. Dean 
Stanley led the way to the vault, reading 
from tho service-book. When the procession 
reached the top o( the entrance to the vault 
the Dean proceeded with the service, after 
which he offered prayer, and then the ooflin 
was lowered in^o the vault. The Abbey 
bells tolled from a litt.e after cne o'clock till 
after three, when the funeral waa over. 
Among those present ot tho funeral were — 
the Hoo. Thomas Bruco, Dean Stanley, the 
Eurl of Elgin, Mr Smyth, Methven Castle; 
Mr Grant, Kilgrasion ; Mujor Cumming- 
Bruco, Col. Oswald, Dunnikier ; Mr William 
Henderson, Fordoll ; Sir P. A. Halkett, Pit- 
firraue; Mr James A. Hunt, Pitteocrieff j Mr 
Thomas Spowart, Br omhead ; Lord Provusi 
Whitelaw, ex Lord Provost Kobcitson, and 
others. 

Quinine. — It ia a good thing, says an Eng- 
paper, that India seems likely to be able to 
supply the whole world with quinine, for not 
only was the American supply uncertain, but 
it waa actually threatened with extinction, 
owing to the reckless way in which the 
Indians killed (he trees in th3 procosa of 
■tripping, planting, of course, no new ones. 
Mr M'lvor, who has been ably secending 
Mr Clement R Markman'a efforts at ohin- 
chona planting, Bods that by removing only 
one long strip of bark, and immediately cov« 
ering the wound with moss, the bark is re- 
newed, provided the cambium is nut injured. 
Tho new bark, moreover, is thicker and 
richer in alkaloids than tho original one.

in Important Branch ol Irish Trade 
in Danger. 



At the Lisnnskea Agricultural Dinner, 
held on the 11th September, the Presi- 
dent, Lord Erne, Called tho attention of 
the farmers to the important topic of the 
Irish butler trade. Lie was sorry that 
it did not hold the same command of the 
English markets which it used to do. 
He attributed this to the fault of the 
fanners themselves. He reminded them 
that they have now to compete with the 
butter from Holland and from France. 
The Dutch farmers have large dairies, and 
can make up a tub from one milking, 
which is then of one color, am! is preferred 
io the Irish, which is loo often made up 
piecemeal. The French are superior in 
cleanliness. The foreign butlers are pre- 
ferred to the Irish butter, because they 
are so fresh. All the foreign butter 
brought, to England is sold within ten 
days of being churned. Foreign butters 
are scrupulously clean, while Irish butter 
contni.is hair and dirt of various kinds, as 
well as too much salt and brine, particu- 
larly that from tho South of Ireland, and 
much too frequently that from the iSorth. 
Lord Erne enforced tho necessity of im« 
provoment if the Irish fanners did not 
wish to see their butter used only for 
greasing axles.
